A BILL 

To amend the Internal Security Act of 1950. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America m Congress assembled. That the Internal Security Act of 1<?50 is amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following new title: 

"TITLE IV — - OBSTRUCTION OF ARMED FORCES 
"Findings of Fact 

"® e °* dOl. The Congress of the United States hereby finds and declares that. — 

"(1) There exists a world Communist movement having as its objective the destruc- 
tion °f free governments, including the Government of the United States. 

'(2) The .security pf the United States is seriously threatened by the aggressions 
of Communist powers, groups and organizations. 

(3j The conduct of wars by such powers, groups and organizations has taken uncon- 
ventional forms, in that armed hostilities are .undertaken and initiated by them with- 
_?J?. .-..Pvv-— Lteclaration or such formalities as are recognized in international law as 
constituting a legal or political status of war. 

(h) The fact and consequences of such unconventional warfare constitute a present 
an long-range threat to the safety and security of the United States, and if not 
successfully resisted threaten total involvement of the United States and the world.

|TJni ed States has been compelled on several occasions t* engage in actual war, although 

limited scope and sometimes designated as police actions, t® insure its safety and

"(6) There exist in the United States certain organizations, groups, and persons 
who adhere to the purposes and objectives of the world Communist movement, who seek 
to give aid, assistance, and comfort to forces hostile to the Government of the United 
States, and enlist others in support of the purposes and objectives of the world Com- 
munist movement, with the intent to obstruct and defeat the defense activities of the 
United States. 

"(7) There also exist within the w®rld other powers or forces which, although not 
identified as Communist, have committee or threatened aggressions , involving the 
interests and security of the United States and the stability of world peace. 

n "Assistance to Hostile Forces 

’Sec. R02. (a) Whoever, within the United States or elsewhere, owing allegiance to 
the United States, whenever ary element of the Aimed Forces of the United States 
shall be engaged in hostilities abroad— 

"(1) gives, or attempts t® give, or advises, counsels, urges, or solicits another 
to give or deliver, any money, property, or thing, or 

"(2) solicits, collects, receives, or gives to another, any money, property, or 
thing for delivery, ®r 

"(3) solicits, collects, receives, ®r gives to another, any money or thing of value 
for the purchase or acquisition of any property, supplies, or thing, intended for 
delivery, 

to any hostile foreign power, or agency or national thereof, ®r to any organization, 
group, or person, acting in hostile opposition to the Armed Fcrces ®f the United 
States, with the intent, or having reason to believe, that such conduct will impede 
or interfere with the operation or success of the Armed Forces of the United States, 
or in any manner’ prejudice the interests of the United States, or advantage such 
foreign power, .agency, national, organization, group, or person, shall be fined net 
more than $20,000 or imprisoned for not more than twenty years, or both. 

"OBSTRUCTING MILITARY PERSONNEL OR TRANSPORTATION 

"Sec. U03. Whoever, within the United states or elsewhere, owing allegiance to the 
United States, obstructs, impedes, or interferes with, or attempts to obstruct, im- 
pede, or interfere with, or advises, counsels, urges , or solicits another to obstruct, 
impede, or interfere with — 

"(1) the free movement on foot, or otherwise, of any member of the Armed Forces of 
the United States while on duty, or 

"(2) the loading, provisioning, manning, operation, movement or passage of any 
facility of transporation being used, or intended to be used, in whole or in part, 
for the transportation of personnel, supplies or materiel of such Armed Forces, 
with the Intent to obstruct, impede, or interfere with the United States, or any mem- 
ber of the Armed Forces, in preparing for, or carrying on, any military duty or activ- 
ity, shall be fined not more than $20,000 or imprisoned not more than twenty years, 
or both,"
